|The Members Taking it 


- Easy at the Capital. 


MORE OPPOSITION 
MEMBERS NEEDED. 


Little business of importance has 
been done in the legislature during 
the past week; the members seeming- 
ly having exhausted themselves in 
the debate on the address in reply to 
the speech from the throne. ‘Still, 
howeverinclined private members may 
be to discuss legislation, their inclin- 
ation is restricted by action of the 


‘| government which regulates the . busi- 


ness of the House by the manner in 
which it introduces its measures, 
Although the third week of the: ses- 
sion has now passed the government 
has not yet its business in shape. On 
Friday five government bills were on 
the order paper for second reading, 
but not one of them was rend, because 
not one of them was printed. Indeed, 


business would not have suffered had 
aw week’s vacation been taken, 

There is not. the slightest justifica- 
tion for such delay. The government’s 
programme is not so lengthy that it 


could not easily have been presented 
before this. The truth is that the min- 


isters have been negligent. If there 
was anumerically strong opposition, 
‘inclined also to adopt obstructionist 
tactics, it might be pleaded that the 
administration was being hampered. 
But two of an opposition cannot ham- 
per a solid phalanx of twenty-two, 
Besides there has been nothing to 
criticise. One can only conclude that 
the so-called work of law-making in 
this legislature is somewhat of afaree, 
the ridiculousness of which has only es- 


/\caped the censure it deserved through 


the munerical weakness of the oppos- 
ition adequately to represent the true 
situation. 

Next week there will probably be a 
rush of legislation; for it is rumored 
that the government expects to con- 
clude the session about the fifteenth of 
February, The game is thus quite 
apparent. The real legislation is not 
considered until the fourth week of 
the session, when it is proposed to 
bring it along with a rush. Two 
critics, which it must be remembered. 
are the only real critics in the House,

Liquor License Act. Mr. Hiebert 
put the question point blank to the 
government; the Attorney General 
replied, “No,” promising to giva a 
written statement later. The seed 
grain return asked for by Mr. Robert- 
son will be awaited with interest by 
farmers. It is well known that the 
governments of Alberta and Saskat- 
chewan purchased a great deal more 
grain than was necessary. This, it is 
snid, has been sold at a considerable 
sacrifice, it being estimated that the 
governments have lost $200,000 on the 
business, 

During the week the government 
has been besieged by deputations from 
all over the province requesting rail- 
ways. These have been brought out 
through the announcement that on 
the strength of a considerable bond 
guarantee by the government, the C. 
N.R. and G.'T.P. will build many miles 
of branch lines during the present 
year, For all the good they will effect 
the deputations might as well have re- 
mained at home. The government is 
tied up to the C.N.R. and G.T.P., for 
they are the only companies that will 
accept a bond guarantee. They have 
had their systems outlined for some 
time, and in building will be influence- 
ed by the prospect of business rather 
than by political consideration or the 
needs of the settlers. If the example 
of Saskatchewan is any criterion, <Al- 
berta will pay dearly for what it gets 
from these companies; for in their 
agreements with. the neighboring pro- 
vince the companies are practically 
unbound by restrictions of importance. 

The indications are that an election 
is not far distant. Aside from the fact 
that the term of the Legislature ex- 

ires this year, the rallies being held 
in different parts are evidence of im- 
portant developments, Many think 
that the government will appeal to 
the country within a short time. after 
prorogation, relying upon its railway 
policy to Beep the province. Sucha 
move would be quite natural. Just 
how soon an election will follow, will 
depend to some extent upon the time 
required to set the election machinery 
in operation. In the meantime all is 
not lively within the Cabinet, There 
are rumors of a disagreement between 
Cross snd Cushing. There is a well- 
defined impression that whether suc- 
cessful or not in his appeal to the 
country, Premier Rutherford will not 
long remain in active politics, His 
successor will be either Cushing or 
Cross. The latter is considered to be 
the politician of the Cabinet;and being 
younger and more energetic, to say 
nothing of being strongly ambitious, 
will hardly give place to the commis- 
sioner of public works. Time alone will 
reyeal the true state of affairs.

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THE SCHOOL QUESTION. 


The Advocate is opposed to 
allowing Rev. C. W. G. Moore, 
the English church minister, to 
address the children of his de- 
nomination in the schools, and 
advises the School Board to re- 
fuse the request. It further takes 
this pretext to enter the arena in 
defence of Roman Catholic 
separate schools. 

If there is any objection to 
religious teaching in our schools 
what was that clause put in there 
for? 

It has been stated over and 
over again that any minister 
could address his children in the 
schools if he saw fit. But when 
the request is made, as in this 
instance, a friend of the govern- 
ment or a party newspaper will 
object, and the request is denied. 
But we have no particular brief 
for Mr. Moore; he can look after 
himself. 


The Advocate says: 


The right to devote their school 
taxes to separate schools of their 
own liking is a cherished right 
which in Canada has been grant- 
3d to them as the result of cen- 
turies of negotiation and con- 
cession by the state, or by the 
majority, with a religious com- 
munity to which two fifths of our 
population belong, and which is 
especially tenacious of its belief 
that the education of children 
should be primarily religious 
rather than secular. 

The position taken by the News 
is that in this new country we 
should not be shackled with old 
traditions that might apply to 
Quebec or Ontario. We would 
never have had separate schools 
in the west but for Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier and his friends in Quebec. 
It was Sir Wilfrid himself and the 
Liberal party that did away with 
separate schools in Manitoba. 
The cherished rights of the 
Roman Catholic church was not 
then in evidence to any great 
extent. 

British Columbia has no sep- 
arate schools. Nova Scotia with 
its solid Liberal majority voted to 
a man to foist separate schools on 
the people of the west and were 
very anxious to consider these 
cherished rights for the Church 
of Rome, but if such a thing had 
been done in their own province 
they would have risen in rebellion. 

We contend the Dominion 
Government had no right ac- 
cording to the British North 
America Act to force’ separate 
schools on us, the question should 
have been left with the Provincial 
government. Provincial rights 
demand that each province shall 
regulate its own educational 
affairs as it sees fit. The people 
of the west want no class legis- 
lation, no special privileges for 


any church, sect, institution or| 


nationality. Prince Edward 
Island, New Brunswick and 
Manitoba all fought for the right 
to manage their own educational 
affairs, and won. The govern- 
ment of Alberta, had they the 
power, we believe, would have 
done as the Liberal Government 
of Manitoba did exercised their 
constitutional rights and abolished 
separate schools in the interests 
of the west. By the Autonomy 
Bill Sir Wilrid Laurier violated 
the constitution in passing a 
Dominion law forcing Separate 
Schools on Alberta and the Al- 
berta Government were a party 
to the transaction because they 
were afraid to oppose the powers 
that be at Ottawa. The News 
has ever stood fer fair play ta 
the West, and believes in a 
national system, one flag, one 
language and one school, and we 
believe that on this ground al)

Earthquake Reports 
Wildly Exaggerated. 


Barcelona Uninjured and Only 75 
Killed on Morocco Coast.

Madrid, Jan. 31.—Communi- 
cation with Southern Spain is 
uninterupted and reports eman- 
ating from England relative to the 
disastrous earthquake and tidal 
wave at Barcelona are untrue. 
There was a slight earthquake in 
Totana province at Murcia, but 
no serious damage was done. It 
was reported that the moment 
the earthquake occurred the sun 
was obscured, followed by hail 
stones the size of walnuts, which 
covered the ground to a depth of 
several centimetres. 

Paris, Jan. 31.—A news agency 
despatch received via Gibraltar 
says that 50 to 75 people perish- 
ed by an earthquake followed by 
a landslide at Romara, on tne 
Morocco coast. It is feared the 
fatalities were greater in the 
more remote sections. Reports 
are meagre.

But ever 
the demoralization of public 
servants is not the worst. Worse 
far is the example set and the 
lesson taught to the whole nation 
and the general contempt for 
government whivh the common 
knowledge of those things breeds. 
Judge Cassels did not advise an 
investigation similiar to his own 
into the other departments.. It 
was not his business to do go, and 
he had not any evidence on which 
to base such advice. But when 
in advising an _ independent 
purchasing agency, he says: 
‘*Are there no other departments 
of government which could ‘be 
deait with in the same manner?” 
he comes as nearas he may to 
such a suggestion. Surely it is 
time for a clean sweep. That 
ministers are incapable of making 
this sweep themselves is fully 
proved by the history of the de- 
partment that has been the sub- 
ject of inquiry. That the system 
of judicial inquiry should be made 
general, and probably in some 
shape permanent, is the general 
deduction from all the conditions 
and this last is practically advised.

If there is any objection to 
religious teaching in our schools 
what was that clause put in there 
for? 

It has been stated over and 
over again that any minister 
could address his children in the 
schools if he saw fit. But when 
the request is made, as in this 
instance, a friend of the govern- 
ment or a party newspaper will 
object, and the request is denied. 
But we have no particular brief 
for Mr. Moore; he can look after 
himself. 


The Advocate says: 


The right to devote their school 
taxes to separate schools of their 
own liking is a cherished right 
which in Canada has been grant- 
3d to them as the result of cen- 
turies of negotiation and con- 
cession by the state, or by the 
majority, with a religious com- 
munity to which two fifths of our 
population belong, and which is 
especially tenacious of its belief 
that the education of children 
should be primarily religious 
rather than secular. 

The position taken by the News 
is that in this new country we 
should not be shackled with old 
traditions that might apply to 
Quebec or Ontario.

very anxious to consider these 
cherished rights for the Church 
of Rome, but if such a thing had 
been done in their own province 
they would have risen in rebellion. 

We contend the Dominion 
Government had no right ac- 
cording to the British North 
America Act to force ' sepurate 
schools on us, the question should 
have been left with the Provincial 
government. Provincial rights 
demand that each province shall 
regulate its own educational 
affairs as it sees fit. The people

What will:the electors do at the 
next election’ of the Province, 
after what they have ‘heard’ and 
seen of the way the present gov- 
ernment allow. their Foreman 
Hedemark to abuse and ignore 
their wishes and orders, viz:— 
‘Townmen for preference’ for the 
work on the Red Deer bridge 
now being constructed. This is 
not hearsay but are solid facts, 
that every time, up to now, when 
there has been any. stoppages or 
lay offs it is always, and only,the 
town men who have their homes 
in Red Deer’ who are laid off. 
On four occasions now, after see- 
ing several town men walking 
about, and who have been ‘“‘laid 
off,?? 1 have paid a visit to the 
bridge, and, every time I find 
there has not been a Swede or 
Nerwegian idle, also every time, 
with one exception, the whole of 
the camp men are at work. The 
camp men:are not town men, a 
town man is one who is paying 
taxes and rates or rent, and 
although they may have lived in 
Red .Deer some time, their home 
is out of Red Deer, and 89 it is 
with almost'all the others who are 
at work when the town men are 
idle, whose homesteads: range 
from 15 to 45 miles west and over 
100 miles east of Red Deer, but 
as these men board under Hede- 
mark, thereby ~ swelling his 
pockets, are allowed to work. 
But how’can Hedemark expect a 
man with a family and home in 
town to go and board with him? 
And because he don’t, take it out 
of the man by laying him off‘at 
the least shortage and finding 
work for his own. ‘Townmen 
take. the hint.’”’ It is no use 
Hedemark trying to deny it, be- 
cause the fact is there., All I can 
say is if Hedemark is not satisfied 
with the amount of wages which 
is rolling into his family ring, 
well, I think it is high time for 
the people to get a move on and 
get him outed, and get a foreman 
in who is not. 80 grabbing, the 
people‘can do it if they hang to- 
gether. Here is Hedemark down 
there, poss of the whole show; 
his‘son, almost as bossy; another 
son. timekeeper; and still another 
son with a team, also his brother- 
in-law. So I think he ought to be 
fairly well satisfied, without want- 
ing everybody to board under 
him and thereby swelling his 
funds. They never get'laid off, 
“oh no.” The Red Dzer people 
can go to, ‘‘well Halifax’ if they 
like, for all he cares, so long as 
his own clique are.working, who 
come from Blackfalds and east 
and west from that place, so now, 
sir, it is up to Hedemark to deny 
these facts, if he can. If he does, 
he knows he is not speaking the 
truth, for‘I can. give him the 
names of the men who have been 
laid off, and on each of four 
occasions all of them married 
men, whose homes are in Red 
Deer, and who are paying rates 
and taxes or rent;also I challenge 
Hedomark to preduce more than 
two, at the most, married men’s 
names, whose homes are in Red 
Deer, who have not been laid off 
in preference to the single men 
at the camp. Further I ask Hede- 
mark to deny, if he-can, that 
when his son John stands on the 
small bridge crossing the opening 
in the ice at noon hours, when 
there is to be a lay off, and sings 
out ‘No work this afternoon, 
boys.” ‘‘Alright,’”’ they reply, 
Baye will we be starting 

ain?” ‘I don’t know, maybe 
rink -morrow, cannot start anybody 
till such and such is done.’’ But 
what do the boys see when they 
go down next time, whether it be 
in the following afternoon or 
morning? They simply find that 
all the camp men have been 
working right along. Is this not 
so, Hedemark; and this is the; 
way Hedemark is carrying out; 
the wishes and orders of his 
superiors, viz:—‘‘Town men for 
preference,’ and they allow him 
to do so, without making any 
enquiry. So, sir, the sooner we 
get a different ruling power the 
better for the people where these 
works are going on.

H C. Hammond Dies 
After Long Illness. 


Member of the Firm of Osler, 
Hammond and Nanton Passes 
Away. 


‘ 

Toronto, dan. 26. — Herbert 
Carlyle Hammond, the well known 
financier of the firm of Osler and 
Hammond, died tonight after an 
illness of many ‘months. He was 
taken ill in 1908 with an incnr- 
able throat disease, while on a 
visit to Winnipeg, where he was 
associated with the firm Osler, 
Hammond and Nanton. 

Mr. Hammond was one of Can- 
ada’s most philanthropic citizens, 
though suffering acutely he 
fought to the last a campaign 
against consumpti-n and awoke 
the public a few months ago by 
full page advertisements in local 
papers asking as a dying man, 
that the public subscribe to funds 
for sanitariums. The result is the 
Hammond endowment fund is 
already over sixty thousand 
dollars. 


A Disappointed Auditor. 


The death of ex-Auditor-Gen- 
eral McDougall recalls the splen- 
did service performed by this 
vigilant officer during more than 
a quarter of a century. Mr. 
McDougall had served for ten 
years in thé legislature and par- 
liament as an uncompromising 
Liberal when the Mackenzie gov- 
ernment, almost on its last legs, 
made him Auditor-General. For 
18 years he scrutinized the 
accounts of his former political 
opponents. He was strict and 
vigilant, but the Conservative; 
minieters saw the necessity of 
such an officer, and tried to keep 
| their departments up to his stan- 
‘dards. Mr. McDougall naturally 
expected still better things fae 
his own party when at last it 
reached power on the promise of 
greater economy and _ stricter 
business methods, He was bitter- 
ly disappointed, and during his 
whole period of office after 1896, 
met with official and ministerial 
resistance to his efforts to prevent 
irregular, dishonest and wasteful 
administration. Departments, on 
some of which the light has since 
been turned, triumphed over him 
There were perpetual over-culings 
of his objections, and persistent 
refusals of information which he 
required. In the end the auditor 
was worn out by the struggle and 
allowed himself to be retired 
from the service. From that time 
until the Courtney-Iyshe inves- 
tigation, the machine men and 
grafters who overcame the auditor 
had things all. their own way. 
1 But Mr. MoDougail lived long 
to see some things 
brought to light which he had not 
been permitted to investigate.

Deer to raise the sum of Eleven Hun- 
dred Dollars, : : 

WHEREAS it is desmed expedient 
by the Council of the Town of Red 
Deer to raise by way of Ioan, on the 
credit of the sfanteiballty. the sum. of 
Eleven Hundred Dollars, to be used in 
improving the fire 
ment of the Town. 

AND WHEREAS it is deemed ad- 
visable that the indebtedness thus 
created should be spread over a period 
of ten years and that the debentures 
issued hereunder bear interest. not to 
exceed the rate of six per centum per 
annum, 

AND WHEREAS the whole rate- 
able property of the Townof Red Deer 
according to the last revised assess- 
ment roll is the sum of $1,486,835.00 , 

AND WHEREAS the total amount 
of the existing, debt of the Town of 
Red Deer, outside of the debt for the 
current year, is the sum of $117,346.00, 
no part cf whichis in arrears. 

AND WHEREAS it is: deemed ex- 
pedient that this By-law take,effect on 
the First day of April, A. D., 1909. 

Therefore the Council: of; the Town 
of Red Deer enacts as follows: 

1, That'the sum of Eleven Hundred | 
Dollars shall be raised by the Town of 
Red Deer to be expended in improving 
the fire protection equipineny of the 
Town of Red Deer, and forthe purpose 
of raising the said sum, one or more 
debentures in sums of not less than 
$100.00, eaca of the said Town of Red 
Deer, to the amount of $1100.00 as 
aforesaid, shall ‘be raised, exch of 
which debentures shall: be dated of the 
day in which this By-law takes effect, 
and shall be payable in ten equal con- 
secutive annual instalments of prin- 
cipal and_ interest at.the Merchants 
Bank of Canada in the Town of Red 
Deer, Alberta. .

3. The said debentures shall bear 
interest at a rate ndt to exceed six 
per centum per annum and shall have 
attached to them coupons for payment 
of the annual ifistalment of principal 
und interest, which coupons shall be 
signed by the Mayor and Secretary 
Lreasurer of the Town of Red Deer,
